Tobacco  Plant  Beds. 

The  Man \gkmknt  ok  Tobacco. — We 
copy  the  following  seasonable  hints,  for  the 
preparation  and  management  of  plant  beds, 
Irom  the  Baltimore  American  Farmer: 

An  abundance  of  plants  in  the  early  sea- 
son, is  so  important,  it  would  seem  need- 
less to  impress  it  on  the  minds  of  tobacco 
growers.  Yet  the  loss  sustained  by  them, 
in  failing  to  plant  in  time,  is  incredible, 
anil  it  all  arises  from  the  want  of  a  little 
diligence  and  attention  in  locating,  prepar- 
ing, and  nursing  the  patches. 

The  llv  anil  late  freezings  in  the  spring, 
followed  by  a  dry  spell,  are  the  greatest 
obstacles  we  have  to  overcome  in  plant 
raising.  To  avoid  and  surmount  these 
difBevhiea  I  shall  mainly  direct  the  atten- 
tion of  all  who  are  interested  in  this  sub- 
ject. 

Select  a  hill-side,  facing  the  South,  in  the 

deepest  body  of  woods  you  can  find.  Bad 

the  best  time  to  make  a  selection  is  while 

the  snow  is  on  the  ground.  Observe  where 

it  melts  off  first.    If  the  soil  is  any  ways 

suitable,  you  may  rest  assured,  it  will  be 

the  lorwardest  location  you  can  choose.  It

I  deem  it  vnnecessary  to  give  the  details 
of  burning  and  hocin<r  and  raking,  ol'c,  fur-  | 
llicr  than  ■nggeat  some  few  observations 
that  mav  have  escaped  the  iuexperieuced. 

As  Mming  plant  beds  is  very  trying  tu 
the  constitution,  I  would  advise  employers 
never  to  suffer  their  hands  to  burn  after 
sun-down.  Hut  if  they  are  compelled  to 
steal  from  the  night,  take  il  in  the  morning. 
The  cold  night  air  after  being  over-heated 
all  (lav  is  very  injurious.  Before  I  adopted 
this  plan  I  never  burnt  a  plant  bed  without 
laking  a  violent  cold.  Have  your  ground 
cleared  off.  and  wood  piled  the  evening 
bafon,  and  then  well  bottomed  with  kind- 
ling wood,  so  a  hand  may  <ro  at  day-break 
lire  the  heap  readily.  Ily  adopting  this 
plan  you  will  be  able  to  move  by  light  and 
burn  doubly  as  much  in  the  day.  Bum 
hard  if  you  do  not  wish  to  he  troubled  with 
grass  and  weeds. 

I  have  known  beds  to  succeed  without 
burning  by  applying  ■  lar<rc  quantity  of 
gnano  ;  for  experience  has  taught  ni  that 
burning  quickens  the  laud,  apart  from  the 

effect  it  has  of  destroying  the  grnw  seed. 

The  ground  should  he  repeatedly  chop- 
ped over  with  grubbing  and  hillinu  hoes, 
and  the  roots  neatly  raked  <>lf,  taking,  the 
utmost  precaution  in  not  turning  the  sub- 
soil on  top.  You  may  apply  almost  any 
quantity  ofmanurc  provided  it  is  free  from 
".r.iss  seed.  Mv  plan  of  saving  manure  for 
plant  beds,  is  In  litter  my  stalde  with  to- 
bacco stalks  and  feed  on  corn  and  fodder.

them  being  killed.  This  you  can  always 
discover  by  the  spot  indicated  above. — 
Should  this  he  the  case,  sow  over  immedi- 
ately. At  the  first  appearance  of  the  fly, 
you  must  cover  them  up  with  manure  siev- 
ed as  line  as  you  can  get  il,  not  in  large 
quantities  when  the  plants  are  small,  but 
apply  it  frequently.  The  manure  for  the 
first  two  or  three  applications  ought  to  be 
well  rotted,  but  the  main  thing  is  to  get  it 
fine,  either  by  flails  or  rubbing  with  hands. 
You  must  he  on  the  alert;  any  neglect 
here,  your  labor  will  have  been  in  vain. 

And  here  I  beg  leave  to  differ  with  all 
who  would  substitute  sulphur  and  train  oil, 
or  any  other  specific  that  has  ever  been  re- 
commended to  drive  away  insects  from  a 
plant  bed.  There  is  no  remedy  but  to 
push  your  plants  on,  at  the  same  time  keep 
them  hid  from  the  fly.  The  manuring  must 
he  kept  up  until  your  plants  are  out  of  dan- 
ger, and  you  are  certain  of  getting  a  stand 
in  the  hill. 

By  no  means  neglect  to  weed  them.  It 
is  a  laborious  task  if  there  is  much  grass  or 
white  clover. 

This  can  be  done  by  geese  (I  have  been 
informed)  with  less  injury  to  the  young 
plants.  If  the  ground  should  be  dry,  keep 
the  brush  on  until  the  plants  are  nearly 
large  enough  to  draw.  E.

I)eetr  Sirs :  I  have  had  the  nomination 
so  flatteringly  tendered  to  me  by  the  Con- 
vention of  the  friends  of  Temperance,  held 
at  Louisville,  on  the  13th  of  December  last, 
under  the  most  anxious  Consideration  from 
that  day  till  the  present  time,  The  great 
and  only  object  of  solicitude  with  me  has 
been  so  to  shape  my  course,  as  that  the 
cause  of  Temperance  will  be  most  certain- 
ly advanced  by  it.  Nothing  personal  to 
myself,  has  had  in  the  least  degree,  any  in- 
fluence in  the  formation  of  my  opinions  on 
the  subject.  Nor  have  I  relied  upon  my 
own  judgement  only.  I  have  by  letter  and 
by  personal  interview,  sought  and  obtained 
the  counsel  of  many  of  the  best  men  of  the 
State,  whose  devotion  to  the  Temperance 
cause  cannot  be  doubted.  And  now  while 
my  better  convictions,  enlightened  by  the 
advice  and  deliberately  formed  opinions  of 
others,  direct  me  to  decline  the  nomina- 
tion, under  the  firm  belief  that  the  politi- 
cal parties  of  the  State,  as  such,  will  not 
longer  continue  to  make  war  upon  our  prin- 
ciples, but  will  give  to  us,  to  be  submitted 
to  the  people  for  their  approval  or  dissent, 
a  prohibitory  law,  adapted  to  Kentucky 
sentiment  and  free  from  those  reMrieiious 
that  make'  such  laws  of  other  Stales  so  ob- 
noxious to  some  persons  here,  (  hesitate, 
because,  I  am  aware  thai  there  are  many 
men  who  will  be  greatly  disappointed  bv 
this  course,  and  whose  views  in  the  pre- 
mises are  entitled  to  the  highest  eonsider- 
tion. 

Cpon  the  m  hole  state  of  ihe  casef  how- 
ever, as  it  is  presented  to  my  mind,  the 
path  of  duly  is  a  plain  one.  If  1  accept 
the  nomination  the  ultimate  snece-s  of  our 
cause,  which  is  but  a  question  of  lime,  will 
be  greatly  retarded,  while  if  (  decline  it. 
there  are  reasons  to  show  lhat  fbc  success 
we  desire  is  near  at  hand.

Work  in  the  Garden.— March- 

Every  farm  house  should  have  a  garden 
of  suitable  size  to  supply  every  member  of 
the  family  of  the  owner  of  it,  and  those 
dependent  on  him,  full  supplies  of  vege- 
tables at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  and  we 
are  very  suYe  that,  in  dependent  of  the  lux- 
uries which  a  well  appointed  garden  vouch- 
safes, the  degree  of  comfort  which  it  en- 
sures, true  economy  dictates  lhat  every 
homestead  should  have  it.  Therefore,  let 
no  one  excuse  himself  for  not  having  one, 
by  saying  that  the  cultivation  of  a  garden 
takes  too  much  time,  and  is  too  expensive, 
for  we  hold  it  that  it  is  the  most  profitable 
pari  of  every  estate,  where  a  garden  is  pro- 
perly cultivated. 

With  this  brief  introduction,  we  shall  pro- 
ceed to  briefly  point  out  things  that  should 
be  attended  to. 

Cubbage  and  other  Plants. — tf  you  have 
cabbage  and  other  plants  of  considerable 
size  growing  in  hot-beds,  the  frames  should 
be  raised  every  good  day  to  enure  them  to 

the  atmosphere,  so  as  to  prepare  them  for  j Phillip's  and  St.   Michael's  to  sho  w

the  seed. 

Leeks,  GarHc,  fyc. — These  should  be  set 
out  as  soon  as  the  frost  is  out  of  the  ground. 

Garden  Fruit  Trees. — Treat  these  as  ad- 
vised in  farm  work. 

Strawberry  Beds. — If  not  already 
dig  in  some  well  rotted  dung,  or' 
strew  a  mixture  of  3  parts  ashes,  1  part 
plaster,  over  the  bed,  and  place  straw  or 
tan,  or  both,  between  the  rows,  in  times  of 
drought,  water  freely,  but  avoid  wetting 
the  blossoms.

This  done,  divide 
it  into  compartments,  and  sow  the  lollow- 
ing  kitnls  of  seeds  :  Cauliflower,  Broccoli. 
Tomato,  Lgg-plant.  Early  Cabbage  of  dif- 
ferent sorts,  and  Lettuce,  rake  the  seed 
lightly  in,  then  pat  the  bed  with  the  back 
of  a  spade  or  shovel,  strew  a  mixture  of 
equal  parls  of  ashes  and  plaster  over  the 
bed.  Should  the  weather  not  be  settled, 
place  pine  or  cedar  brush  over  Ihe  bed.  and 
let  it  remain  until  the  weather  becomes  set- 
tled.

A  gentleman  residing  in  one  of  the  above 
named  counties,  had  sold  a  turn  for  the 
sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  and  the  mon- 
ey was  deposited  in  his  house.  After  the 
sala  had  been  made  he  went  some  distance 
from  his  home  to  attend  to  some  business 
matters  and  upon  returning,  found  it  neces- 
sary to  stop  for  the  night  at  a  house  two  or 
nree  miles  from  his  own.  At  a  late  hour 
in  the  night  he  awoke  from  his  sleep  very 
much  impnssel  with  a  dream,  in  w  hich  l.c 
imagined  Unit  his  wife  and  children  were 
in  a  distressed  situation,  and  needed  his 
presence.  He  related  his  singular  dream 
to  the  gentleman  with  whom  he  was  slop- 
ping, who  dissuaded  him  from  the  belief 
that  anv  serious  consequence  had  befallen 
Ins  t' i in 1 1  \  .  and  finally  prevailed  upon  him 
to  go  to  bed.  It  was  not  long,  however, 
before  he  again  awoke,  having  dreamed  the 
second  lime  that  his  w  ife  and  children  were 
supplicating  for  help. 

He  immediately  dressed  himself  for  the  J 
purpose  of  going  home,  notwithstanding 
the  entreaties  of  his  host  to  remain  until 
morning.  There  was  also  a  German  ped- 
dler staying  at  the  same  place,  who  pro- 
posed lo  accompany  the  man  lo  his  home, 
lest  he  might  be  dreaming,  and  meet  with 
some  accident  on  the  way. 

The  two  started,  and  in  a  short  time 
came  to  the  house,  in  which  a  light  was 
discovered.  This  unfavorable  omen  at  that 
hour  of  night  (it  being  about  three  o'clock) 
confirmed  the  husband's  worst  suspicions. 
They  approached  the  house,  and  looking 
through  a  window,  saw  five  men  all  sur- 
rounding a  table  busily  engaged  in  count- 
ing and  dividing  the  money  which  they 
had  secured.  The  first  impulse  of  the  en- 
raged husband  was  to  give  an  alarm,  but 
the  German,  who  deserves  unbounded  ap- 
probation for  the  very  successful  manner 
in  which  he  managed  the  affair,  bade  the 
man  be  silent.  lie  then  instructed  him  lo 
go  to  the  back  door  and  knock,  upon  which 
the  robbers  would  attempt  to  make  their 
escape  out  of  the  one  at  which  he  (the  Ger- 
man) was  stationed. 

The  man  accordingly  made  an  alarm  at 
the  back  door,  upon  which  the  midnight 
robbers  endeavored  to  make  their  escape. 
Right  manfully  did  the  German  maintain 
his  position,  while  with  a  revolver  he  kill- 
ed four  of  the  robbers  and  wounded  the 
fifth,  who  was  afterwards  secured.  Would 
lhat  this  were  the  only  bloody  spectacle 
which  presented  itself  at  that  dead  hour  of 
the  night.  The  most  heart  rending  part 
remains  yet  untold.  A  wife  and  two  or 
three  children  had  been  butchered,  and  lay 
weltering  in  pools  of  blood.  The  feelings 
of  a  husband  and  father  can  better  be  im- 
agined than  described,  as  he  beheld  this 
horrid  spectacle. 

The  wounded  man  having  been  secured, 
made  a  full  confession,  in  which  he  stated 
that  an  organized  band  of  robbers  was  in 
the  country,  and  that  the  ringleader  lived 
iu  Lincoln  or  Pike  counties.

barrel,  if  made  by  the  hand  or  fifteen  cents, 
if  made  by  machinery.  It  lifhts easily; 
there  is  no  offensive  smell  emitted;  but 
little  smoke,  and  but  very  little  dust  or  cin- 
ders. What  little  cinders  are  left  is  good 
for  cleaning  silver,  brass  or  other  similar 
metals,  and  the  ashes  make  a  tolerable 
sand  paper,  and  is  also  good  for  scrubbing 
floors,  &c.  "The  patentee  assures  us," 
says  the  American  Exponent,  "that  it  will 
not  only  burn  well  in  grates,  hut  in  stoves, 
furnaces,  for  melting,  and  for  making  tteanv 
In  fact,  it  can  be  put  l<>  all  the  practical 
uses  of  wood  or  coal,  except  for  the  pur- 
pose of  generating  gas."

Farewell  Address.  Indeed,  the  Farewell 
Addressof  Washington  should  be  embraced 
in  the  course  of  instruction  in  every  pri-

To  sustain  our  national  institutions,  to  up- 
hold our  national  liberties,  and  to  maintain 
them  in  their  operation  and  progress,  free 
from  all  foreign  and  deleterious  influence 
whatever,  I  consider  to  be  the  imperative 
duty  of  every  American  citizen.  As  to 
the  means  best  adapted  to  effect  these  great 
purposes,  men  may  differ,  as  doubtless 
there  will  be  some  difference  of  opinion  in 
regard  to  them  among  the  members  of 
your  order;  but  that  they  may  be  so  fortu- 
nate as  to  adopt  the  wisest  means;  and 
such  as  will  secure  the  accomplishment  of 
those  truly  national  objects,  must  be  the 
ardent  wish  of  every  true  American  patriot. 


Asparagus. — If  yon  design  raising  aspar- 
agus plants  with  the  view  of  selling  out  ■ 
new  bed.  prepare  a  place  on  your  border, 
by  manuring  highly,  digging  in  the  manure 
a  vpade  deep,  raking  till  perfectly  fine,  then 
sow  the  seed  in  drills  10  inches  apart,  1 
inch  deep,  cover  and  pal  the  top  of  the 
drills  with  the  back  of  a  spade.  When  the 
plants  are  up  and  growing,  they  must  be 
kept  free  from  weeds. 

Green  Peas. — As  soon  as  the  frosl  is  out 
of  the  ground,  and  the  earth  can  be  advan- 
tageously worked,  prepare  a  bed  by  manur- 
ing, digging  and  raking,  and  put  in  a  few 
rows  of  the  earliest  varieties  of  green  peas; 
at  intervals  of  7  or  10  days,  put  in  a  few 
rows  more,  in  order  that  your  supply  of 
tender  peas  may  be  continuous. 

Beans. — As  soon  as  the  frost  is  gone, 
and  the  soil  can  be  properly  wrought, 
manure  a  plat  of  ground,  dig  and  rake  it. 
and  put  in  |  few  lows  of  Windsor  beans 
for  early  nse. 

Lettuce.— U  you  have  let  luce  plants  in 
your  hot-bed,  you  may  set  them  out  for 
heading  as  soon  as  the  weather  is  seltled. 

Radishes. — Kadisben  may  be  sown  as 
soon  as  the  frost  is  onl  of  ihe  ground. 

Early  Ttirnips. —  When  the  weather  be- 
comes settled  and  the  frost  has  departed, 
prepare  a  bed  by  manuring  freely  with  well 
rotted  manure,  guano,  or  bone  dust,  dissolv- 
ed in  sulphuric  acid,  dig  it  deeply,  rake 
well,  and  sow  early  Dutch  Turnep  seed.— 
Alter  sowing  the  seed,  rake  them  in  lightly, 
and  pat  down  the  earth  wilh  the  back  of 
h  shovel  or  spade,  and  dust  the  bed  freely 
with  ■  mixture  comprised  of  5  parts  ashes, 
'I  parts  jdaster.  and  1  part  salt. 

When  the  plants  first  come  up.  dust 
them  in  early  morning  with  a  mixture  of 
5  parts  soot  and  one  part  flour  of  sulphur. 
Repeat  this  each  morning  early,  until  the 
plants  get  into  the  rough  leaf.  When  the 
plants  begin  to  bulb,  linn  them  out  so  as  to 
stand  10  inches  apart,  and  you  may  look 
for  a  good  crop  of  tumeps. 

Onions. — If  you  wish  to  grow  a  good 
crop  of  onions  from  the  seed,  manure  a 
bed  wilh  well  rotted  manure,  or  guano,  dig 
it  in  spade  deep,  and  rake  finely,  lay  mm 
rows  1  inch  deep,  1  foot  apart,  and  drill  in 
vonr  onion  seed  thinly,  cover  the  seed,  and 
give  the  bed  a  free  dusting  of  a  mixture 
composed  of  six  parts  ashes,  and  two  parts 
plaster.  When  ihe  onions  come  up,  and 
are  large  enough  to  be  thinned  out,  thin 
i hem  out  so  as  lo  stand  four  inches  apart 
in  rows  ;  keep  the  bed  clean,  but  do  not 
cover  or  disturb  the  bulbs,  and  you  will 
have  line,  well  developed  onions  at  harvest 
lime. 

Celenj. —  As  soon  as  from  the  absence  of 
frost  fom  can  w  ork  the  ground  well,  manure 
a  bed  on  your  border,  dig  the  manure  in, 
rake  fine,  ami  sow  celery  seed  in  drills  1 
inch  deep,  and  12  inches  apart,  cover  the 
seed,  and  pat  them  down  with  the  back  of 
a  shovel  or  spade,  to  grow  plants  for  an 
early  crop  of  celery.  Keep  the  plants 
clean  from  weeds. 

Early  Potatoes.— A  bed  of  these  should 
be  planted  as  soon  as  the  frost  is  out  of  the 
ground,  and  ihe  soil  is  susceptible  of  being 
well  worked.  For  the  mode  ol  culture  see 
process  in  farm  work. 

Rhubarb. — Prepare  a  bed  and  sow  Rhu- 
barb or  pie  plant  seed. 

Horse  Radish. — If  you  have  not  a  bed 
of  this  exellent  and  condimental  root,  se- 
lect a  moist,  not  wet  spot,  manure  it  well 
with  rotted  manure,  or  guano,  dig  it  in  fine- 
ly, and  set  out  a  plot,  the  plants  to  stand 
six  inches  apart,  in  rows  of  eighteen  inches 
apart. 

Borecole,  or  Curled  Kale. — Towards  the 
latter  part  of  the  month  sow  seed  to  raise 
plants  lor  a  full  crop. 

Gooseberries,  Currants,  and  Raspberries. 
— Trim  these  up,  dig  in  a  little  well  rotted 
manure,  or  guano,  around  the  roots,  with- 
out injuring  them  ;  then  rake  the  ground 
and  top-dress  wilh  a  mixture  of  I  parts 
ashes  and  1  part  plaster. 

Carrots  and  Parsnips.— As  soon  as  the 
earth  can  be  well  wrought,  manure  a  plat 
with  well  rotted  dung,  or  guano;  dig  it  in

"In  the  late  Secession  contro- 
versy a  large  portion  of  the  Southern  stales- 
men  insisted  upon  the  policy  of  laying  dis- 
criminating duties  on  the  manufactured 
productions  of  the  North  as  an  efficient 
remedy  against  their  aggressions.  This 
case,  we  hope,  will  test  ihe  right.  I.et  it 
be  decided  either  way,  the  South  will  be 
the  gainer.  If  a  Stale  has  the  right  of 
laying  such  duties  she  has  an  important 
weapon  of  retaliation;  if  she  ha»  it  not,  a 
false  relwge  is  detected  and  put  away  from 
the  counsels  of  ihe  South."

How  to  Cultivate  the  Soil  of  a  Vine- 
yard.-Before  any  cultivation  of  the  ground, 
the  Vineyard  should  be  cleared  of  all  offals 
from  the  previous  trimming.  These  offals 
should  be  packed  down  in  those  spots  in 
the  Vineyard  which  have  a  tendency  to 
wash.  They  may  be  used  for  other  simi- 
lar purposes,  in  other  localities.  In  Ger- 
many, ihey  are  gathered  up  for  firewood, 
as  was  the  old  custom  in  Judea.  I  have 
found  them  most  excellent  in  smoking 
hams  and  meal  generally,  and  fancied  they 
ihey  gave  to  meat  a  better  flavor. 

The  soil  of  a  Vineyard  should  never  be 
cultivated  except  in  dry,  warm  weather. — 
The  drier  and  warmer  the  better.  This 
should  especially  be  ihe  rule  in  the  Spring, 
as  ground  broke  up  wet,  subjects  the  plants 
near  to  even  the  lightest  foot-prints.  The 
rule  for  breaking  ground,  in  the  Spring,  is 
simply  this.  Cultivate  as  soon  as  the 
ground  is  dry,  and  warm  weather  sets  in; 
and  don't  cultivate,  no  matter  how  late 
you  have  to  wait,  until  fair  weather  does 
set  in.  and  the  ground  is  dry.  Do  n't  he 
in  too  great  a  hurry,  but  improve  every  fair 
opportunity.  If  you  delay  too  long,  the 
buds  will  swell  and  then  they 
to  fall  off  on  every  slight  shaking 

Whether  hoes,  ploughs,  or  cultivators 
are  proper  tools,  must  be  determined  by 
circumstances  ;  and  will  guide  every  per- 
son having  anv  idea  of  the  cultivation  of 
soil  generally.  The  great  point  is  thor- 
oughness, that  is,  in  turning  over  every 
part  of  the  soil,  and  the  most  careful  to- 
wards the  destruction  of  all  weed,  particu- 
larly around  the  head  of  the  fine.  In  the 
Spring,  the  ground  should  be  broken  up  at

Let  your 
manure  be  well  rotted,  dug  in  deep— say, 
2  spades  deep— the  bed  finely  raked,  then  green  tint 
lay  on  another  dressing  of  manure,  dig  it 
in  spade  deep,  rake  fine,  then  plant  out  the 
plants  10  inches  apart.  Then  give  the 
bed  another  mixture  formed  of  6  parts 
ashes,  2  parts  salt.  Keep  the  bed  clean 
through  the  season.  The  plants  should  be 
two  years  old.

The  carcasses  of  two  oxen,  from  which 
the  viscera  had  b«en  removed,  lay  upon 
the  ground.  Inside  of  one  of  then  were 
the  frozen  bodies  of  four  children,  and  in 
the  other  the  frozen  corpse  of  the  mother 
with  a  nursing  infant  at  her  breast.  Un- 
der the  snow  was  a  heap  of  ashes  in  which 
was  the  iron  of  the  wagons,  showing  that  the 
party  had  broken  them  up,  and  burned 
everything  they  had  in  them,  in  the  effort 
to  save  their  lives.  Not  far  from  this  spot 
was  found  the  body  of  the  other  woman  of 
the  partv.  partly  concealed  in  a  snow  drift, 
and  near  her  one  of  the  men.  The  two 
other  men  had  not  been  found. 

It  is  probable  that  the   party  became  in- 
extricably involved  in  the  snow  drifts  on 
the  bleak  prairie,  and  lost  their  presence  of 
mind.    After  burning  up  their  wagons,  it 
would  seem  that  the  men  had   killed  two 
of  the  oxen  for  a  shelter  to  those  found  in  j 
them,  and  then  endeavored  to  reach  the 
town  they  had  left,  and  procure  aid  to  res-  | 
cue  their  companions.     The  two 
oxen  had  wondered  off.    There  was  noth- 
ing about  the  persons  to  indicate  who  they 
were,  and  nothing  more  is  known  about 
them  than  was  accidentally  communicated 
by  them  during  their  brief  slay  at  Oxford.

A  Military  Pis. — During  the  last  war 
with  Creat  Britain,  a  very  remarkable  cir- 
cumstance occurred  in  connection  with  the 
invasion  of  Canada..  A  company  of  Ken- 
tucky volunteers  destined  for  Shelby's 
army,  had  their  rendezvous  at  Ilarrodsburg. 
in  Kentucky,  and  formed  ■  sort  of  nucleus 
or  rallying  point  for  the  military  recruits 
of  that  part  of  the  country .  Whin  they 
marched  from  Ilarrodsburg  toward  the 
Ohio  River,  having  got  a  mile  or  two  on 
their  way,  they  noticed  two  pigs  li»litiug. 
and  delayed  their  march  to  see  it  out.  Af- 
ter they  resumed  their  inarch,  the  pig 
which  iiad  been  victor  in  the  contest  was 
observed  to  follow  them. 

At  night  when  they  encamped,  the  pig 
found  a  shelter  near,  and  halted  also.  The 
next  day  the  pig  accompanied  the  troops 
as  before;  and  thus  it  inarched  every  tlay 
and  baited  every  night  with  the  soldiers, 
or  near  them.  When  they  came  opposite 
Cincinnati,  at  which  place  the  troops  were 
to  cross  lhe  Ohio  in  a  ferry-boat,  the  pig 
on  getting  to  the  water's  edoe  plunged 
promptly  in  and  swain  across,  and  waited 
on  the  other  side  till  tne  whole  cortege 
crossed  over,  and  then  resumed  its  post 
upon  one  side  of  the  moving  column. — 
Thus  the  animal  kept  up  with  the  troops 
until  they  crossed  the  State  of  Ohio  and 
reached  lhe  Lake  Bits, 

On  the  journey,  as  the  men  grew  familiar 
I  with  their  comrade,  it  became  a  pet,  re- 
:  ceiving  a  share  of  the  rations  issued  to  the 
soldicis,  and  destitute  ol  provisions  as  the 
I  troops  found  themselves  at  times,  no  one 
thought  of  putting  the  knife  lo  lhe  throat 
of  their  fellow  soldier.  Wh  it  t:  ey  had  was 
still  shared,  and  tho'  the  pig  Ian  tl  as  scant- 
ily as  the  rest  at  times,  it  still  grunted  on, 
and  manifested  as  much  patriotism  in  his 
own  line  as  the  bipeds  it  accompanied  did 
in  llieirs.  At  the  margin  of  the  lake,  she  em- 
barked WW*  the  troops,  and  went  as  far  as 
Bass  Island.  But  when  oil',  red  ■  passage 
over  into  Canada,  she  obstinately  refused 
to  embark  a  second  time.  Some  of  the 
men  attributed  her  conduct  to  const itution- 
al  scruples,  and  observed  that  he  knew  it 
was  contrary  to  the  Constitution  to  force  a 
militia  pig  over  the  line.  She,  therelore, 
had  leave  to  remain. 

Alter  the  campaign  had  closed,  the  troops 
recrossed  the  lake,  having  left  some  of  their 
horses  on  the  American  side.  As  soon  as 
the  line  was  formed,  to  the  great  surprise 
of  the  troops  there  was  the  pig  on  the 
right  of  the  linerfeady  to  resume  her  inarch 
■nth  the  rest.  By  this  time,  the  winter 
frosts  had  set  in.  and  the  animal  suffered 
greatly  on  the  homeward  march.  She 
made  out,  however,  to  reach  Maysville, 
where  the  troops  re-crossed  the  Ohio  River. 
There  she  gave  out,  and  was  plased  in 
trusty  hands  by  Governor  Shelby,  and 
finally  taken  to  the  Governor's  own  home, 
where  she  passed  the  rest  of  her  days  in 
ease  and  indolence.
